* This Gentleman was at the 
Head of the Faction; and alliſt- 
* ed by ſeveral Perſons of Wit;

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deſperate Fortunes, or worſe 
Characters; the moſt noted of 
© theſe were an attainted Lord, 
* who had before ſacrificed his In- 
* terelts with all Parties, and an 
* Iriſh Dean, who, though one of 
a happy Genius, and ſome Learn- 
* ing, was ſuch a debauched im. 
* moral Man, that whatever was 
known to come from him was 
* of no Weight with the People ; 
| * beſides which there were ſome 
* Mercenaries who ſeem'd wholly 
influenced by Gain, but of ſo 
inconſiderable Note, that their 
Works are entirely loſt, and eren 
their Names long ſince bury d in 
Oblivion. The Diſturbance they

long Continuance ; they were
